4. Carefu l pitching and loading . 
5. Raking of shock rows and fields 
if necessary . 
6. Carefu l handling of g rain after 
threshing . 
7 .Use of canv as or tarpau lins 
to 
cov er loads in case of storm and ov er 
nig ht to allow early start. 
8. Threshing u ntil 7 :00 p. m. new 
t5me. 
9 . Use of basket racks 
and

pitchers, to sav e labor. 
10. 
Carefu l cleaning u p arou nd 
machine.

AMERICANS TAKE MORE 
TOWNS AND PRISONERS; 
FRENCH IN NEW DRIVE 


Ya nk ees Ca p ture Ja ulg o nne a nd 3 0 0 Priso ners 
To d a y—French La unch New Atta ck In Mo nt 
- 
d id ier Secto r a nd Ma k e Pro g ress—Germa n 
Lo sses Since Ma rch Are Clo se to One 
Millio n Men—Allies Co ntinue To A d ­ 
va nce All Aro und the Sa lient

The French and Americans hav e crossed the Marne 
ov er a front of 12 miles between Jau lg onne, 7 miles east 
of Chateau Thierry , and Reu il, near where the German 
line crossed the stream du ring the day s when the German 
offensiv e was at its heig ht. 
On the west flank of the German salient the allies 
hav e taken Ou lchy , a mile north of the Ou rcq riv er and 
Nanteu il Notre Dame, a dominating point in the German 
lines of commu nication. 
The allies hav e also captu red Bu zancy , sev eral miles 
sou th of Soissons, which bring s them u p to a rav ine which 
stands between them and the heig hts east of Soissons. 
On the front between Rheims and the Marne the Brit­ 
ish hav e taken Petitchamp wood, near Marfeau , where 
they took the places formerly held by the Italians. 
News of these su ccesses hav e all come throu g h u nof­ 
ficial sou rces to London. They show that in spite of the 
French statement telling only of artillery du els on these 
fronts y esterday , the allies are making important prog ress 
all an mid the salient in which the Germans were cau g ht 
in the fu riou s onslau g ht last Thu rsday . 
A lu ll along this line mig ht be ex pected at this time 
becau se of the stern resistance of the enemy and the ne­ 
cessity of the allies bring ing u p their heav y artillery and 
su pplies. 
It appears, howev er, that the momentu m of the al­ 
lied plu ng e is not spent and that they are forg ing ahead 
along v irtu ally the entire battle front. 
French Launch New Attack. 
At 8 :15 this morning the French lau nched an attack 
on a fou r mile front in the Montdidier sector. In the first 
three hou rs they adv anced a mile. London hints that the 
attack was made ov < r a wider front than is mentioned in 
the dispatches. 
This new onslau g ht is being made on a front that has 
been comparativ ely qu iet since the German offensiv e there 
came to a halt early in Ju ne. It may hav e v ery important 
bearing s on the dev elopment of the military situ ation 
along the whole front. 
Prev iou s attacks are reported lau nched last nig ht in 
this sector in the reg ion of Mailly -Raineu v al, Sanv illers 
and Au bv illers, which are west of the Av re riv er and im­ 
mediately sou th of the point of the French su ccesses ear­ 
lier in the month when the captu red v alu able positions ov ­ 
er a three mile front near Castel, adv ancing a mile and a 
qu arter. Prisoners nu mbering 250 were taken. 
Germans Preparing Fo r Retreat. 
Indications that the Germans are preparing for a re­ 
treat north of the Marne are continu ing . Larg e fires are 
reported bu rning at Fer En Tardenois, near the west flak 
of the German salient and also at Yille en Tardenois ju st 
behind the German line sou thwest of Rheims. 
The enemy may choose the line along the Ou rcq for 
fu rther defensiv e operations bu t at present the situ ation 
appears that the allies may cau se a retirement to the Vesle 
riv er. This is said to be indicated by larg e concentrations 
of German forces at Fismes and other points along the 
Vesle. 
The su ccesses of the French north of Montdidier hav e 
improv ed their lines there. They now hold positions in a 
sector which dominates the Av re v alley for sev eral miles 
along the v ital sector. 
Fu rther north the British hav e adv anced their lines 
slig htly sou th of Hebu terne where recent attacks shov ed 
their positions forward ov er a one mile front.

Behind the British Lines in France 
•— A striking feature of the British 
so ldier’s war songs is their humor. 
Ev en the French find it difficult to 
understand how it is that the Tommy 
apparently looks up on 
a» 
merely 
co medy what is in reality the great­ 
est tragedy in the history of the 
wo rld. The truth is that the British 
priv ate has discovered a new p hil­ 
o so phy ap p rop riate to modern war. 
he has discovered that it is too ser­ 
io us a business to be taken seriously. 
Humo r and flippancy is the only 
antido te to its unutterable ghast­ 
liness. 
In all the British soldier’s songs. 
the co ntrast to the songs of the 
German army is the most striking. 
Here is o ne which might well be 
called the Brinish soldier’s Hymn of 
Hate: 
•Thro bells of hell go ting-a-ling-a- 
ling , 
Fo r y o u and not for me. 
Fo r me the angels sing-a-ling-a-ling, 
They ’v e got the goods for me. 
0 death, where is thy stin^-a-ling-a- 
ling . 
Where grave thy vietoree. 
The hells of Hell go ting-a-ling-a- 
ling . 
Fo r y o u but not for me.” 
That is the nearest he has ever 
appro ached to an ex pression in so ng 
of his relig io us faith. 
There is o ne song in p articular 
which mig ht well be called the song 
o f the British Army . 
Every soldier 
at the fro nt can sing it. 
It is to be 
heard in ev ery trench dug -o ut and 
billet in France. 
The words do not 
scan and the music cannot be com­ 
mended fo r martial g randeur o r 
deli­ 
cate harmo nies, but it 
is 
Tommy 
Atkins’ masterpiece. 
It is almost 
a dirg e o r lament, co lo red 
with just 
that to uch o f elusiv e.Cockney humor 
which sho ws that it is not to be 
taken 
serio usly . These 
are 
the 
wo rds: 
‘‘I want to g o ’o me, 
1 want to g o ’o me. 
The shells and the whizzbang s they 
rush and they ro ar. 
1 do n’t want tq >go to the trenches no 
mo re, 
I want to g o o v er the sea 
Where the Aiiemans canno t catch 
me: 
Oh, my , 
/ 
» 
1 want to g o ’o me.” 
One can imag ine a German o v er­ 
hearing this so ng and drawing cer­ 
tain inferences as to the sing er s 
mo rale. But the British so ldier will 
utterly 
co nfo und 
tho se 
inferences 
ev ery time. 
He has a g ro at weaknses fo r s< nli- 
mental lo v e so ng s 
which remind him 
o f home and 
of associations th at 
lift him o ut of the sombre surround­ 
ing s o f his camp o r billet. 
To mmy Atkins has all the intense 
reserv e o f the Briton. 
To sing about 
fighting 
for 
freedom 
against 
the 
enemies o f right, for the sake of the 
flag , and all the rest of it, strikes 
him as indecent. 
Such things make 
him blush— they are not mentioned 
in po lite military society. 
The more 
flambo y ant typ e of p atriotic songs, 
which proclaims with gusto that a 
so ldier’s life is the only life for me 
and so forth, ho frankly ridicules.

Chancello r v o n Hertlin g an n oun ces, with a lin e flourish of Prussian 


v irtue, that German y is prepared to receive peace proposals from the allies 


"if they are offered in a spirit of sin cerity .” 


No bo dy in an y allied coun try will take Lhe trouble to discuss the q ues­ 


tion o f "sin cerity ” with German y . 
It isn ’t worth while.

The German g overn men t has several times put forward ten tative 


peace proposals, alway s of a sort that n o hon orable n ation , with its own 


safety an d the world’s welfare in min d, could possibly accept; or, if fail 


seemin g , they have been couched in eq uivocal terms, so that they could be 


altered or withdrawn at German y ’s pleasure.

Fresh Beef Travels 
on a Rapid Schedule 


Fresh beef for domestic markets goes 
from stocky ards to retail stores within 
a period of about two weeks. 
Although

chilled, this meat is not frozen; hence it 
cannot be stored for a rise in price.

A steer is dressed usually within 
twenty -four hours after purchase by 
the packer. The beef is held in a cooler 
at the packing house, at a temperature a 
little above freezing, for about three day s. 


It is then loaded into a refrigerator 
car, where a similar temperature is 
maintained, and is in transit to market 
on an average of about six day s. 


. 


Upon arrival at the branch distrib­ 
uting house, it is unloaded into a “cooler”, 
and placed on sale. 


Swift & Company requires all beef to 
be sold during the week of arrival, and 
the average of sales is within five day s. 


Any delay along the above journey 
means deterioration in the meat and 
loss to the packer.
